CROSSLEY AND HUNTER. 

Very large audiences continue to greet 
the evangelists, and the power wielded by 
them in convincing men and women and 
leading them to seek the Lord Jesus Christ 
increases as they become better known. 

.Mr. Crossley's logical discourses as they 
continue with unabated vigor appeal to the 
common sense of bis hearers and impress 
thinking men and women with the genuine- 
ness of tho great truths which he utters, 
while Mr. Hunter's earnest exhortations are 
extremely powerful in leading to. instant 
and determined action. 

Mr. A. J. McClellun opened the meeting 
with prayer. Mr. Crossley song "Come, 
Come to Mo." 

Mr. Hunter read Matt. vii. as tho lesson. 
In the course of his remarks he said wo 
should be careful how v.-e judge each other. 
There is only one person whom wo have the 
right to judge, and that, is self. Some 
people judge others by a singlo action. If 
these same people were judged that way 
they would be in the penitentiary. We are 
to ASK, SEEK, KNOCK, ASK — that's all there 
is to do. Cod may seemingly delay in giv- 
ing, but delays are not denials. 

Tliore are many hindrances to prayer. 
Tho head, heart, purpose or life may be 
wrong. Doubt hinders, an unforgiving 
spirit hinder". No man can use tho Lord's 
Prayer who doesn't forgive. Some people 
bring the hatchet with the handle sticking 
out, so that they can get hold of it 
easily again. Worldliness hinders; theatre- 
going, dancing, etc. Want of specific 
aim hinders ; some people when 
they pray seem roach'-; .• out for tho 
"Amen," and can't get howl of it. Helps 
to prayer are faith, fluency, patience, per- 
severance. Ripe truit and a true Christian 
are alike, each is beautifully tender, sweet, 
lit for use. 

Mr. Hunter read seventeen requests for 
prayer. 

Mr. Crossley took bis text from Cen. vi, 
3. These words should spur the unconver- 
ted to immediate action and the Christian to 
immediate effort. The text suggests that 
Uod'a spirit, does strive, lie strives in many 
ways, by tho Christian's words, by His pro- 
vidence, by the remembrance of a mother's 
prayers, etc. Some people are waiting for 
a terrible conviction. This is not necessary. 
Cod draws mildly, but (irmly. 

We possess the power to resist or to yield. 
Some people say, "i can't be a Christian." 
This means simply, "[won't." Christians 
resist by prejudice, by refusing to follow 
him. Backsliders resist, moralists resist, 
relying on self- righteousness ; young people 
resist by trifling, skeptics resist by skepti- 
cal questions. Those who procrastinate are 
resisting. 

The results of resisting are, spiritual 
blindness, "spiritual deafness, stubbornness 
of will, hardness of heart, apathy, and fin- 
ally the Spirit will leave. If the Spirit has 
left there is no concern or desire toward a 
Christian life, no fear or alarm. Christian 
people lose interest in the person. If the 
Spirit is striving there is fear, a desire for 
Christian life. Christian people show an in- 
terest in the person. If the Spirit leaves a 
man his doom is sealed. The Spirit is not 
arbitrary. God will not leave so long as 
there is tho slightest hope. There are three 
things that we ought not to do : resist not, 
grieve not, quench not the Spirit. 

As usual a considerable number of people 
found their way to the inquiry room.

tVESTMINSTKII. 

Nicw WESTMINSTER, Dec. 15. The West- 
minster Slate Co. shipped its llrst carload of 
rooting slate to Seattle, to-day.

HUDSON BAY COMPANY. 

Lively Meeting of Shareholders in London- 
Sir Donald Smith's Policy Criticized 
and Endorsed. 

Montreal, Dec. 15.— The Star's special 
correspondent cables from London : "A 
lively Hudson Bay meeting was held yes- 
terday, lasting two hours, Sir Donald A. 
Smith presiding. He regretted that there 
had been a diminution in land sales, but 
nearly all the land companies had suffered 
similarly. The Board was considering a 
proposal to advertise the company's lands 
more largely in Great Britain. The meet- 
ing would, he said, bo much gratified to 
learn that £3,000 had been saved during 
the past two years by the reconstruction of 
the land department at Winnipeg. Under 
Mr. Chipinan, tho new commissioner, the 
ultimate prospects of the company were 
good. Tho report was adopted, On motion 
to re-elect Sir Donald Smith to tho Board ; 
Mr. McLean opened vigorous and some- 



times heated debates on Sir Donald Smith's 
course as Governor. 

Mr. Boyle and other speakers regretted 
this personal attack. 

Sir Donald, in replying, amid cheers, re- 
minded the meeting of Mr. McLean's sup- 
port of him, threw years ago. Tho results 
of the now policy could not have been effect- 
ed in so short a time. As to the alleged 
conflicting interests, which he was said to 
represent, he would suy that ho had £120,- 
000 in Hudson Bay stock. That showed 
whore his interests lay. The dividends 
paid during tho four years of his Chief 
Conimissionership evidenced his business 
capacity and knowledge of the needs of the 
Company. 

This speech was much applauded and was 
followed by a vote of thanks of Sir Donald, 
and his re-election to the board. Messrs. 
('oles and Grant wore also re-elected. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Prince Consort's Anniversary, 

London, Deo. 15. — A solemn service was 
held in the mausoleum at Frogmoore yester- 
day morning, in memory of the late Prince 
Albert, it being tho 30th anniversary of his 
death. The Bishop of Rochester, assisted 
by the Dean of Windsor, conducted the 
ceremonies, There was a full choir, which 
sang portions of Mendelssohn's " Elijah," 
and Sullivan's " Prodigal Son." Tnc Queeu 
was surrounded by the members of her 
family, including the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, the Duchess of 
Albany, the Princess Beatrice and Prince 
and Princess Christian. Her majesty in 
person placed a wreath on the tomb of the 
departed, and the ceremonies were more 
than usually impressive. 

Pad fled Brazil. 

Rio dk Janeiro, Dec 15. — There is 
much satisfaction here over the peaceable 
ending of the difficulty with Rio Grande do 
Sul. That State wiil bo fully represented 
at tho re-assembling of congress, and tho 
troops that have been held in that vicinity 
are to ho immediately recalled. At Destor- 
ro, in the province of Santa Catharina, the 
populace resented an effort by monarchists 
to hold a meeting in honor of Dom Pedro. 
At Porto Alcgro there was no demonstration 
in honor of tho late emperor, showing that 
the uprising in Rio Grande do Sul had no 
sympathy with the Imperialist cause. The 
government is holding a firm rein in the 
financial crisis, and will refer the subject 
of proposed relief to congress. A general 
plan for straightening the finances of tho 
republic will also be submitted to congress. 
The rioters mado prisoners in tlio re- 
cent outbreak are to be tried before the 
civil tribunals, instead of being dealt with 
by martial law. 

v llnnsburg Dead. 

Vienna, Dee. 15. — Archduke Sigismound 
Leopold Renier, of the Imperial house of 
Austria, diod, yesterday, of influenza. He 
was a cousin of the Austrian Kaiser and son 
ot the late Archduke Renier, for many 
yean viceroy of Lombardy, and noted for 
his severity against Italians struggling for 
liberty. Sigismound was born in Milan in 
1820. He never made any special impres- 
sion in public affairs. He was a brother of 
the lato Archduke Henry, who died the 
day after his wife's death. Influenza is 
carrying off many victims in Vienna, both 
in the upper and lower walks of life. 

Prlnrc of Wales Visiting. 

London, Dec. 15. — The Prince of Wales, 
to-day, arrived at Welbech Abbey, near 
Worksop, Nottinghamshire', the seat, of the 
Duke and Duchess of Portland, famous nil 
the world over for its mysterious under 
ground domains. There will lie a series of 
magnificent entertainments, including an 
underground ball, during the Prince's stay. 

Joe Chamberlain on Home Itule. 

LONDON, Dec. 15.— Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain delivered an address in Edin- 
burgh to-night, on the political situation, 
with special reference to Irish Home Rule. 
There was a large attendance of Unionists, 
and the Speaker was frequently applauded. 
He said that Mr. Gladstone had devoted 
three years trying to prove that Purnell was 
a reliable statesman, Purnell meanwhile 
laughing in his sleeve and accepting Mr. 
Gladstone's trumpery bill as a makeshift. 
The bogey of coercion, Mr. Chamberlain 
said, was now at rest, and the police, so 
loudly and severely denounced as the min- 
ions of tyranny, now found their time taken 
up in protecting agitator Healy from getting 
another thrashing, and were saving Dillon 
and O'Brien from having their heads broken 
by their former followers. A Dublin par- 
liament would be a doubtful blessing to Ire- 
land. Tho majority would in all probability 
attempt to oppress Ulster, and there would 
be a civil war, upon which the loyal people 
of Croat Britain could not look with indif- 
ference. It was noticed that Mr. Chamber- 
lain was as emphatic as Lord .Salisbury in 
predicting a civil war as the result of Irish 
Home Kuie. 

Lynch law Threatened. 

London, Dec. 15.— Wood, who assaulted 
and killed a five year old girl at Brighton, 
a few days ago, was examined in court, to- 
day, and remanded for a week, in order to 
give time for the public prosecutor, who bus 
taken charge of the case, to obtain evidence. 
The people of Brighton are still highly 
wrought up over tho atrocious crime, and 
Wood has to be strongly guarded for fear 
of an attempt to wreak popular vengeance 
upon him.

New YORK, Dec. 15. — ■ Russell Sage 
appeared at his office to-day for the first 
time since the explosion which came bo near 
ending his life. His present office is in the 
same building us that in w hich tho old 
one is located. He said he was feeling 
pretty well and in a condition to attend t:i 
his affairs, Ho told tho United Press re- 
porter that ho had not seen Mr. or Mrs. 
Norcross, nor had he received any intima- 
tion from them of their desire to see him. 
The parents of Henry L. Norcross, the 
Boston note broker, have arrived in this 
city, and identified the bomb-thrower's head 
as that of their son. Mrs. Norcross, 
mother of the bomb-thrower, said that there 
had been found, Saturday, in Henry's desk, 
a letter addressed to her. 

"My husband," she said, "brought it 
home to me, sealed. We locked ourselves 
up in our room alone and opened it. What 
it contained none but us two and our son 
kuow. I will say, however, that it removed 
from our minds any doubt that might have 
remained as to the identity of the bomb- 
thrower. It makes certain the theory that 
Henry dropped the bag of dynamite in Mr. 
Sage's office." 

Although Mrs. Norcross would not give 
out the whole of the letter, the reporter 
succeeded in learning that the opening sen- 
tences were : " I go to New York to-day to 
get §1,200,000. If I do not succeed I shall 
kill myself." What the rest of tho letter is 
will never bo known, unless the present 
determination of the parents to keep tho 
secret of its contents locked within their 
breast is changed. 

For (he Republican Convention. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 15. — The sub- 
committee of the National Republican exe- 
cutive committee arrived in the city this 
morning from Chicago. Tho committee was 
met at the West Hotel by the citizens' ex- 
ecutive committee, and at once went into 
session to map out the work of getting ready 
for the national convention next June. The 
exposition building was visited, and tile 
capacities of the various hotels looked into. 
The plans of Architect Warren Hayes, for 
re-modelling the building to meet the emer- 
gencies, were at once reviewed. 

Well Known Aclor Head. 

Philadelphia, Dec. lf>. — Mrs. S. K. 
Murdock, at one time a well-known actor, 
brother of Jas. E. Murdock, died in this city, 
to day, aged 75 years. 

The ltrlgis Heresy Case. 
New YORK, Dec. 15. — Ellott, chairman 
of a committee appointed at the previous 
meeting of t lie Presbytery to prepare an 
answer to the protest of Dr. Van Dyke in 
the ease of Dr. liriggs, submitted an answer 
against Van Dyke, maintaining that the 
Presbytery committee, which prosecuted 
the charges, is tho committee of original 
jurisdiction, and may carry the charges he- 
fore higher bodies without further reference 
to the Presbytery. 

Concerning Contraband Chinese. 

Washington Crrv, Dec. 15.— Senator 
Felton, of California, has introduced a hill 
amending the Chinese Exclusion Act to 
require that Chinese removed from tho 
United States he sent to China instead of 
the country whence they came; provided 
further, the burden of proof shall bo on any 
Chinese laborer or person who shall claim a 
right to remain in the United States. Act- 
ing Secretary Spuulding lias instructed the 
collectors of customs at Buffalo, Ogdensburg, 
Suspension Bridge and Plattsburg, N. Y., 
to photograph all Chinamen arrested for un- 
lawful entry. It is expected in this way 
to establish positive identification. 

Telegraphers' strike. 

St. I.opis, Mo., Dec. 15.— Grand Chief 
Thurston, of the Brotherhood of Tele- 
graphers, is in the city, to-day, conferring 
with the delegates from the different rail- 
way organizations throughout the country. 
After relating to the delegates the nature 
of the strike in the South- West, Grand 
Chief Thurston asked for their moral and 
financial support. The meeting, at 2 p.m., 
took a recess, without acting. Mr. Thurs- 
ton has received telegrams from different 
points on the Southern Pacific and Atlantic 
and Pacific roads, in which it was stated 
that the men would remain out till their 
demands were acceded to by the company. 
Assistant Chief I). G. Ramsay, of this 
city, leaves for the South, to take charge of 
tho situation. He believes the strike will 
be settled in u week, 

Sale or n Itullwny. 

PlTTSBURO, Pa., Dec. 15. — The Alleghany 
Valley Railway, together with all its rights, 
franchises, etc., was sold at auction, 
at noon to-day, in the U. S. Circuit court- 
room. P. A. M. Widnor, rcprosonting the 
income bond- holders, was the purchaser, 
and the only bidder. His bid of $3,000,000, 
together with the road's indebtedness 
of §25,000.000, makes the total purchase 
price $28,000,000.

tween New York and Chicago, entirely 
avoiding the heavy grades ill the Alleghany 
mountains,

Heiilli or .Senator Dalllnrgcon. 

QUEBEC, Deo. 15.— Senator Baillargeon, 
who represontod tho district of Stadacono, 
died, this morning. It is rumored that 
Philip Landry will succeed him. Dr. Bail- 
largeon was a brother of the lato Archbishop 
Baillargeon, of Quebec, who, in his day, wan 
an important and influential ecclesiastical 
dignitary, during some of the stirring times 
in the Bister province. The deceased Sena- 
tor was born in 1812, and in his profession 
ranked high. He received his M.D. from 
Harvard University, and is also a member 
of the Boston Medical Association. He was 
a Liberal in politics, anil was called to tho 
Senate by the Mackenzie Government, in 
March, 1874. His successor, Mr. Landry, 
is a son of Dr. Landry, one of the former 
proprietors of tho Beauport Asylum, and 
represented Montmagny in the Quebec 
Legislature, w here he was a strong sup- 
porter of tho DeBouchervillo administra- 
tion. His appointment increases by his 
vote tho Conservative strength in the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Landry is noteworthy for the 
keen interest he has always taken in agri- 
cultural matters, having occupied the posi- 
tion of Professor of Agriculture and Chem- 
istry in Laval University, besides conduct- 
ing on bis own account, among the French- 
Canadians, a farm, which may well be de- 
scribed as a model.

MONTREAL, Dec. 15. — A special meeting

— Tho Empire's Hali- 
fax, N.S., correspondent says that the next 
move projected by the Newfoundland Gov- 
ernment is to give the free run of their coast 
for fishery operations to tho Americans, 
even to seine their own herring. This is an 
unheard of privilege, and gives great joy to 
the Gloucester fishermen.

— Sylvester 
Neelon has accepted the Conservative nom- 
ination for Lincoln. 

Winnipeg Municipal Elections 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 15. — Ale.v. Mac- 
Donald, president of tho Winnipeg Indus- 
trial Exhibition, was elected Mayor of 
Winnipeg by 281 majority over T. W. 
Taylor. The contest was quietly conducted 
owing to the late hours to which tlio polls 
were kept open. The vote was a heavy 
one.

AFTER FIVE YEARS. 

Remains of Two Bllsslnef. Men Supposed to 
Have Ileen Discovered on Howe Sound. 

Vancouver, Dec. 15.— A little less than 
five years ago Charles Robertson, of Lulu 
Island, son of C. Robertson, a respected 
farmer still residing there, went with another 
young man to Anvil Island, Howe Sound, 
to start a ranch. They took u Chinese 
cook with them. Not hearing from 
them for some time, Mr. Robertson 
went up to investigate. He found the 
Chinaman at the ranch, but all he oould 
say was that they had started out in a boat 
to go shooting and had not got. back. The 
search p id unavailing, and their dis- 
appearance caused a great deal of excite- 
ment and comment at tho time. A short 
time ago Mr. Robertson beard that human 
bones bad been found on a small island near 
Anvil Island, and lie took Provincial Officer 
Calbeok, of Moodyville, to investigate. 
They found one skeleton, minus the head, 
on the ground and in the box. With tho one 
in the box was some hair, dark and slightly 
marked with grey. This Mr. Robertson 
thought to be similar to that of his son. 
They gathered up some of the bones anil 
hair, and to-day brought them to Dr. Me- 
Guigan to examine. The bones and hair, 
lie said, w ere thooo of a w hite man, lie 
advised that the discovery be submitted to 
Governor Moresby, so that he may, if 
advisable, make further investigations. 
Tho theory is that the two men were mur- 
dered by Indiana.

tho i-rltish Government had occupied Port 
Hamilton as a nsval station, against ihe pro- 
test of hla Majesty, as well as that of China, 
and (hat was tho llrst important uuestion bis 
Majesty abked mo to take up. 1 pr. pared all 
the dlst atehes on this subject, keeping the 
viceroy informed, and, at the proper time, vis- 
ited Tientsin, in oider to impress upon that 
ofHcial the importance of Port Hamilton's sur- 
render, if he did not wish lo tee the auth- 
ority of Corca constantly menaced. Tho 
result was a demand by the vice- 
roy for the surrender of tho port, 
which was complied with, but not 
until the British Government hid exacted a 
guarantee from the Chinese premier that it 
.should not. be occupied by :.ny neighboring 
power in 1 lie Pacillc, a guarantee the viceroy 
seemed able at that time to give. An occupa- 
tion of Port Hamilton by Russia, under these 
circumstances, would not only nrubso China, 
hut England us well. Not only so, but it is 
qu te out of the range of probabilities that 
Russia would attempt such a move, or that 
she could retain her position if she oid. In 
tho event of war between Chiniu and Rus- 
sia's. England, on account of her gre it pre- 
ponderance of trade. Is almo?t certain to he 
China's ally, ill which case Russia's inarch 
would be across the Chinese harder, giving 
the Hrltllll navy in the Pacific as wido 
a both as possible, to say nothing of 
ti e Chine ;o navy; so the least coast. Itu-si 1 has 
to defend in t he Pacific, in rnso of trouble in 
that quarter, the stronger sho is. To thinkof 
Russia having to defend at least I..VH) miles of 
peninsular coast, 500 • f which Is on the Gulf of 
Pichilla, practically in Chinese waters, without 
Russia's getting in return the first single ad- 
vantage, either pn itieul, commercial or oilier- 
wise, over what she now has. seems lo > absurd 
to discuss. From t he London dispatches of to- 
day it is (piito clear that, this recent scare ema- 
il itcl. as many others have, from the fertile 
brain of the 1 hinese minister at Leone, cither 
to prevent, the dispatch of a Coreao minister to 
the European courts having treaties with 
Corca. or to Intimidate Ihe Corean government 
into complying with sonic criminal or high- 
handed request of his.

Then, 
concerning 1 ho question of the salvage claim 
put in by tbo Zambesi, the Court hail decided 
that il was legally due. Inasmuch as it was 
impossible for iiiu Fannie Dutard to proceed to 
any port in safety without danger ol founder- 
ing, tho Court Intended to order thai I ho value of 
one-tenth of the schooner and cargo should bo 
paid lo the Zambesi us salvage. And, further- 
more, it had been decided 'hat of this one- 
tenth, (1 ve-cighls should go tho owners of the 
Zambesi, one-fourth to the Captain, und the 
remaining one-eighth to tho crew in propor- 
tions the same as t heir relative ra e of wages. 

Mr. liodwell asked what older the court 
would make in regard to costs. 

His Honor, tho chief Justice, af tor conferring 
with the us-essors, said that he would order the 
costs to be paid by the I'annie Dutard. 

Mr, Pooley pointed outthat it was customary 
practice, when both vessels wero found in fault, 
to order that, the costs should be divided.

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AN INTERESTING REPORT, 

The report of llie Secretary of ilio Treus- 
ury of llie United States is to a Canadian u 
very interesting document, lie will glean 
from it a great deal of valuable information 
both as to the financial condition of the 
Great Republic and the extent and the 
direction of its commerce. 

Two or three years ago we heard a great 
deal about the immense surpluses that were 
constantly accumulating in the United 
States Treasury. The government of that 
country had so much money that it really 
did not know what to do with it. It was 
literally embarrassed by its riches. Hut 
those days are past. The Republican Party 
understand the art of spending money. The 
surpluses are getting small, by degrees, and 
beautifully less. The Opposition tells us 
that govt i nn. cut spends not only what it 
collects but it is gctuufi clear of the accumu- 
lations of the Clevt land and other adminis- 
trations with as L-nishmg rapulitj lh - 
also declare that tho small surpluses which 
it shows on paper are delusive, and that the 
time has come when, instead of having a sur- 
plus to boast of, the United States Govern- 
ment must deplore a deficit. This may or 
may not he the case, but what we have to do 
with are the figures that are before us. 

Wo find by the report that the total 
revenue of the United States for the year 
ending dune 30, 1891, was §458,54-1,233 — 
we leave out the cents. The expenditure 
for the same year was §421,304,470, leaving 
a surplus of 837,239,7G2. The chief item of 
expenditure last year was for pensions. 
There was paid that year for pensions of 
one kind ami another tho enormous 
sum of $124,415,951. Tho whole military 
establishment, including rivers and harbors, 
forts, arsenals, and sea-const defences, was 
only $48,720,665 ; and the expense of the 
naval establishment, including the construc- 
tion of new war vessels, machinery, arma- 
ment, equipment, and improvement of navy 
yards, was not moro than $26,113, S96. Both 
army and navy, and everything connected 
with them, cost the United States less than 
$75,000,000, while there was paid out for 
pensions, $124,415,957. Is this generosity, 
or is it a form of wholesale bribery The 
Customs revenue of the States was $210,- 
522,205, and considerably more than half of 
it went to pay the pensions. Tho whole 
civil establishment of the United States, in- 
cluding everything connected with it, was 
fourteen million dollars less than was given 
in the shape of pensions to soldiers who 
fought in the civil war, their widows and 
children, and other relatives. Ami the pen- 
sion expenditure has not, by any means, 
reached its highest point, for, in tho esti- 
mates of the present fiscal year, ending 
June, 1892, pensions are set down at $125,- 
000,000, and for the year ending June .'SO, 
1893, the estimate for pensions is $147,004,- 
550, while the military and naval expendi- 
ture for that year is estimated at inside of 
55:1,0(10,(100. The estimated revenue for the 
current year is S433, (100,000, and the esti- 
mated expenditure $409,000,090, making the 
estimated Burplus $24,000,000. For 1893 
the estimated revenue is $455,336,350, while 
the estimated expend!! ure is $4 1 1 ,300,093, 
making the surplus -^'1 1,036,256. 

The trade returns are instructive in view 
of controversies that are now going on. Wo 
find that the whole export trade of the 
United States last year amounted to $884,- 
480,810, and that tho exports to Great 
Britain ami Ireland alone amounted to 
$445,41 1,020, so that Croat Britain is to the 
United States, as a customer, worth more 
than all the rest of the world combined. 
When Great Britain's North American pos- 
sessions and British India are taken int.. 
the calculation, the British Kmpire buys 
from the United States $489,657,884 worth 
of commodities, leaving for all llie rest of 
the world $394,722,920. And although the 
British Empire is, from a commercial point 
of view, more important to the United 
States than all other countries put together, 
the Americans are perpetually striving, both 
at home and abroad, to do all the injury 
they can to British trade. Surely some way 
can bo found of convincing Americans that, 
in taking u hostile attitude, commercially, 
toward Great Britain they are committing 
an egregious blunder. 

A great deal has been said about the im- 
portance to the United States of the trade 
ot the South American Republics. Let us 
see what those republics are worth as cus- 
tomers to tho Americans ns compared with 
Great Britain and her dependencies. The 
exports of the United States to the whole of 
South America amount to only $33,708,200, 
while the exports to the British North 
American possessions alone amount to $39,- 
443,755. And, for the sake of increasing 
their trade with South America, our Amori- 
can neighbors are ready to give offence to 
the nation which is far and away their very 
best customer. 



of the children, and their sympathy with 
tho men ami women who are entrusted 
with iv very important part of their educa- 
tion; and it is impossible' to overestimate 
the moral effect that a good attendance cf 
visitors will produce It may be observed 
that, in the town or district in which tho 
parents take little or no interest in tho 
schools, education in that town or distiict 
is in a low and unhealthy condi- 
tion. On the other hand, in those 
places where an interest is taken 
by the community in the progress of the 
children in their studies, the work of both 
tin; teachers and the pupils is cheerfully 
anil energetically done, anil the best results 
are accomplished. Carelessness and apathy 
in the homes beget idleness and listlossness 
in the schools. It may he a little difficult 
to explain the cause of this, but there is no 
doubt as to the fact. If the people of Vic- 
toria want gooel public schools they should 
take a lively interest in them and give 
them what help they call as often as the 
opportunity oilers. The common school is 
of very much more importance than many 
people seem to imagine. It. is, in these 
days, the school of the people-. The citizen 
of the future begins his training in that 
school, and the boy who receives his 
elementary education in the public school, 
no matter what may be the position in 
society of his parents, stands, we are con- 
vinced, a far belter chance of getting on in 
the world than the one who attends what is 
considered a more select seminary. 

VANCOUVER'S MA YOU. 

We are sorry to learn that the state of 
Mr. David Oppenht imer's health is such 
that lie is unable to accept the invitation til 
his friends and admirers to be again put in 
nomination for tho office of .Mayor of Van- 
couver. This we consider very unfortunate 
for that city. It is not easy in any city to 
get a man, of Mr. Oppenheinier's ability, 
public spirit, enterprise and experience, to 
perform the onerous duties of Mayor. This 
position requires of the man who nils it 
efficiently the sacrifice of much time and 
money, and the performance of a great deal 
of bard work ; anil its occupant is, besides, 
subject to many annoyances and worries. 
Mr. Oppcnheimer has been for four years 
Mayor of Vancouver, and he has served his 
fellow-citizens faithfully and efficiently, 
lie has pel formed the many and laborious 
duties of his otlice cheerfully and willingly, 
and he has borne its discomforts 
and its trials philosophically. He 
has placed the inhabitants of Vancou- 
ver under a deep obligation to him, and 
we are pleased to see that by far the greater 
nun. her of them value his services very 
highly. It is not often that the first magis- 
trate of n city has it in his power to do so 
much for it, as Mr. JOppenheinier has been 
able to do for Vancouver, lie has watched 
over its infancy— has, as it were, superin- 
tended the laying of its foundation. He 
has fostered its growth, which has been 
unprccedentedly rapid, and has very materi- 
ally aided its wonderful development.

ii. C< Sugar Industry. 

Ciiicaco, Dee. L3. — T. B. Rogers, mana- 
ger of the recently organized British 
Columbia sugar refinery at Vancouver, saiil 
that when, in two years, the Sprcckles 
Hawaiian monopoly expires his company 
Will probably get a contract with the 
Huwaiiuns. The Canadian Pacific roud 
wis, ho intimated, doing wonders for that 
country. In addition to the fast mail 
established between Japan and England, he 
had the best authority for stating that in 
the near future British Columbia would 
hove a fast line of steamers to Australia, 
touching Honolulu, and would use every 
means to secure trulfic and travel. Mr. 
Rogers spoke of the rich strikes made in 
the Kootenay Mountains a few days before 
lie left for the Kust, and says that if tirst 
reports come true their silver mines will 
pule the Comstock lode. 

The Baltimore's Sailors, 

Valparaiso, Dec. 14. — Judge of Crimes 
Poster is said to be preparing his finding in 
the case of the Baltimore sailors. No pub- 
lic statement has been made about it, but, 
it is reported, that it will exculpate the 
Chilean police, charge the Americana with 
having provoked the encounter through 
drunkenness, and impose nominal penalties 
on a few insignificant Chileans arrested in 
connection with the affair.

Capsizing of it Crowded Ferry Daat. 

BERLIN, Dec. 14.— A crowded ferryboat 
capsized in the Elbe at Marburg to-day. 
Hundreds of people were thrown into the 
water. Ten of the passengers were drowned 
and many others had narrow escapes from 
death. 

A Transportation Bnrcan. 

Taooma, Deo. 14. — The movement of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Commercial Club 
in investigating the comparative freight 
rates of the Northern Pacific, will probably 
result in the organization of a transporta- 
tion bureau, to be composed of the heavy 
local shippers.

The Signalling of ^Vessels. 
San Francisco, Dec. 14. — Mr. Kirkham, 
of the Weather bureau, has issued the fol- 
lowing notice to shipmasters and mariners, 
this afternoon : '■ The observer at Tatoosh 
Island has all the facilities for signalling 
and reporting vessels passing that station, 
and can see entirely across the straits in 
clear weather.

The assistant chief 
is very ill. Joel R. Mays was born in I he 
Cherokee reservation, October 20th, 1838. 
His father was white and his mother of 
mixed blood, bring descended on her pater- 
nal side from dames Adair, an Indian agent 
under George 111. doel was removed while 
a buy to the Cherokee reservation in the 
Indian territory. He graduated from the 
Cherokee seminary in 1 Sol', and taught, school 
until the bocinnillg of the civil war, when 
he enlisted in tho Confederate army. lie 
had the position of quartermaster. He re- 
turned to the farm on Brandy river in lHlili, 
ami whs made county commissioner and 
chief clerk to the Cherokee court, a dual 
position he held for many years. For two 
yiMrs lie was county judge. While holding 
ll)0 latter ollice he was chosen associate and 
subsequently chief justice of the supreme 
,• urt. He became chief of the nation in 
August 1HS7, having been elected after a 
closu light.

To establish Public Markets anil Weigh - 
liousus in the City of Victoria, and to 
regulate the same. 

Ho it enactod by tho Mayor and Aldermen of 
the Corporal ion of tho City of Victoria, as 
follows: 

DESIGNATION OK MARKETS. 

The following places shall ho respectively 
designated mid declared to bo public markets 
of the City of Victoria, to wit : 

That piece ur parcel of land comprised in lots 
5S0, 587, 538 and west half 589, block N, situate 
on Cormorant, street, which said piece or par- 
cel of land is set apart for the sale of hu tellers' 
meats, fish, vegetables, bullur, eggs, cliceso, 
and other farm produco, togother with dry 
goods, fancy goods, etc.. 

And lots 501, 695, 506, £97 and 598, silunto on 
Fiaguard street, which portion of land is set 
apart for weigh scales and for sale of cattle, 
farm produce, llrowood, etc, 

DUTIES or MARKET SUPERINTENDENT. 

1. The Market Suporin'ondont shall, under 
the control and direction of tho Market Com- 
mittee, have tho cure and superintendence of 
tho said markets, market places and weigh- 
house and it shall bo his duty to execute and 
carry into elFoet all regulations, orders and

ulos required to bo weighed, nnd the scales, 
weights and measures, and everything con- 
neuted wi h tlu in, shall be maintained in a 
clean and orderly manner, and the .Market Sup- 
erintendent, or his assistants, shall weigh or 
measure the different articles that are sold, or 
are to bo- sold and disposed of on the said inark- 
els whenever required by the parlies interested 
therein, or any one of them, fur which weigh- 
ing or measuring he shall be entitled to ask, 
demand and receive the charges set forth from 
time to time by resolution of thu City Council. 
And said Superintendent or his assistant, it' 
any. shall keep a regular account in detail of 
all goods or articles weighed or measured by 
him or his assist ml. if any, with 
tho nanio of the party for whom such 
was weighed or measured, and tho amount of 
fee receive 1 therefor, and shall pay over I o the 
City Treasurer, weekly, as a part of the revenue 
of thu City, the whole of said fee i, or other fees 
which may be derived from t lie market, and 
once in each month shall report the amount so 
paid to the Committee. 

5. Il shall ho the duty of said woigh-moster 
when any article or articles are brought tube 
weighed or measured, loaded on a wagon or 
other vehicle : 

(a). To furnish the owner or porson in uhnrge 
of lho load with a wcigh-nolo dated and signed 
by him. tho said weigh -master, sotting forth 
the gross weight, of such load, with the wagon 
or other vehicle, and the tare of the wagon or 
other vehicle, tho net weight of the load and 
Hie name of t he seller, except for hay or straw, 
in which case the gross weight only shall be 
givi n. unless as provided in the next sub- 
auction. 

IM. Whenever required to do so, either by 
tho purchaser or seller, on t he same day that 
he has weighed any load, and after I he load 
has been unloaded to weigh I he wagon or Other 
vehicle upon which the same was loaded, and 
to endorse upon the woigll-note tho exact 
weight of such wagon or other vehicle. 

G. Itahall nol bo lawful for I he- tupcrlnten- 
dent or any o( his depul los or assistants to 
tritile either directly or Indirectly in, or have 
any direct or indirect intcrosl in the sale or 
prolits of uuy fhirgs or anini ils which shall be 
brought or exposed for sale on any of the said 
markets or market plui-es, or to purchase a'ny 
such on behalf of any other person or i orsons ; 
but the said Bunerintomledl or h s assistants 
mail in. I hnvhy be prohibited from purchasing 
In the said market what may be necessary for 
lho private uso of themselves and fund i, s. 

7. The Market Superinl indent shall bu Lbe 
custodian of thu keys of th; Market building, 
a d shall cause the same lo bo opened and 
closed daily ai the hours and times set foil bin 
clause throe of this by I iw. 

8, The M irkel Superintendent shall have full 
power to collect all tolls, routs and fees, ex- 
cepting thu 1 onta of >- trills in lbe Market build- 
ing, ami in take proceedings lo diapossoss or 
remove any persons refusing to pay lho same, 
and lo summon I ho oUbndur or offendera bo- 
fore tho proper authorities lo answer for such 
refusal. 

Ill'TCIIKUS, HUCKSTERS, ETC. 

!). No butcher or ol lior person shall slaught er, 
bloc 1 or gul any animal or llsh, or pluck or re- 
move lho fonthuiH from any fowl, poultry or 
wild game of any description, or pluck or re 
move tho liairor wool from any sheep or othor 
skin, or expose any moat in a bleeding slate, 
or thouncleancd entrails of any animal In or 
upon lbe said public markets or any other 
pi ice within the city where moats are oxposod 
for sale, or lay or throw, or deposit any dirt, 
dung, garbage or oil d tl oroln. 

10. No butcher, huckster, grocer, trader or 
other porson shall soil, expose or offer for sale 
in any public market or at any place within 
tho limits of the City of Victoria, any meosloy 
pork, or unsound, diseased, stale, rotten, 
fermented, nauseous or unwholesome meat, 
poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, or othei arti- 
cles of food or provisions, or the flesh of any 
animal dying olherwiso than by slaughter, or 
anv bull boot or boar pork unless Bold as such, 
or poultry, from which tho entrails and crop 
havo not been removed, or any iinwliolosomo 



bread, cako or pastry, manufactured in whole 
or in p trl from unwholesome Hour or meal. 

U. Every poreon soiling meat or articles of 
provisions by retail, whether by weight or 
measure, in tl is city, shall provide liimaolf, 
herself, or themselves, with scales, weights 
and measures regularly stamped, marked and 
adjusted by the inspector of Weights and 
Measures. 

12. No but chor or other porson shull leave or 
doposit within tho market buiidingor on tho 
pathway or square surrounding the same, n»ny 
green hides or skins, or hides or skins in a 
bleeding state, nor leave or expose for sale any 
such hides or skins in any vehicle after the 
hour of S a, in. during the months of April. 
May, June, July, August, Soptombor or Octo- 
ber in each year. 

13. The occupants of all shops in this oily for 
tho sale by retail of butcher's meat, fresh, Halt, 
or smoked; llsh, fresh, salt, or smoked; vege- 
tables and fruit, shall bo under the supervision 
of tho Markot Superintendent, ami subject to 
the provisions of this by-law, in so far as the 
same are gonor illy applicable. 

14, Nobutchor or other porson shall placo, 
leavo or expose any moat, fish, or vegetables 
upon or over any of the i ulilic sidewalks or 
streets in tho city fur a longer time than may 
bo reasonably necessary lo transfer the same to 
and from t he shop of such person. 

15, No person shall slaughter, aell, offer, ex- 
pos i for sale or barter or trade in meat of any 
calf less than four weeks old. Nor shall any 

I person burn, sear, or cut tho inner parts of or 
i euiillne I he mouth of any calf by rope, t wine or 
| any kind of muzglo ; and no person shall in any 
manner tie or conltne by rope, twine or other- 
wise, the feet of any calf, sheep, lamb, swine or 
poultry, which maybe brought to or exposed 
in I bis city for sale. 

10, Any person or persons permitted to occu- 
py any of tho s alls for tho sale of moat, fish, 
or vegetables in the markets established, or 
which may herea Icr bo established, in Ibis 
city, shall keep his or I heir stalls In ii clean or 
lu-oper state, and shall inn suffer any'oilUl or of- 
fensive thing to remain in or no i r thu premises 
after Sa. in., and shall pay- to the Oily of Vic- 
toria such license fee as the Council may by- 
by-law determine. 

17. No parson ha vlng n shop, stall or standing 
In any of tho markots of tho city shall in any 
manner under let the said shop, a'.all or stand- 
ing without having first obtained leavu in writ- 
ing from the committee, 

18. No porson shall place, causoor permit to 
be placed, in any of the passages or open spaces 
in the public market, any- bench, tab e, chair, 
or any other article or substance whatever, 
which maybe calculated to ubstruot tho free 
use of the whole of such passage or open space. 

19. Tho butchers, and hucksters' stalls in the 
markot, and any other market that may be 
hereafter established, shall bo lot annually in 
the mom hot' March, under regulations of tho 
committee, at such rentals as may bo fixed 
upon from time to time by I he City Council, all | 
suuh stalls to bo leased for the term of one year 
from thu llrst day of April. Any stiill or stand- 
ing which shall not be so rented in the month 
of March aforesaid may at any lime bo rented 
by the com mil tee to any responsible person, 
or. If the committee should sue lit, they may lot 
the stalls by public auction. 

^'0. All rents of stalls or stands in the public I 
markets of the city shall bo paid monthly in I 
advance; and each lessue shall, wi h one or I 
moro sureties, to bo approved by the commit- 
tee, enter into a lease wit h the city of Victoria, ] 
conditioned to pay the rent in lho manner hero- 
in provided, on! for tho faithful observance 
nod subject lo the penalties of the provisions of 
this by-law. 

21. The Market Superintendent shall deliver 
to the Tax Collector a monthly roll of tho 
amounts due for rents to tho eily from persona 
oueupj ing shops, stalls and stands in the pub- 
lic market. It shall be the duty of tho said 
Collector to collect the same promptly, 

22. If the lessee of any stall or stand shall 
neglect for live days after notice lh"t the same 
has become due, to pay the rent thereof, it 
shall he the duty oi the Markot Superintendent 
lo enter and taku possession of such stall or 
si anil on behalf of the city ; and all lease) sh ill 
contain a provision and covenant on the part 
of the lessees bo entitling thu Markot Superlu' 
tondont. 

23. If any lessee of any stall or stand who-o 
lease shall have been forfeited, oil her by 
effluxion of time or otherwise shall hold, use 
or occupy any stall or stand in Ilia public mar- 
ket, he shall forfeit and pay to the oily ten dol- 
lars for each day he shall so hold, use or occupy 
tho same, and tho lea.-,e shall contain a pro- 
vision to that oHect. 

21. The Markot Superintendent, Health 
Ofllcor, Health Inspector or any Police Ufllcor 
may kspectall meals or other articles of pro- 



upon their arrival upon thu public markot, and 
after having paid tho market fees, may soil at 
any hour to any person upon Uio public markot 
or throughout tho uity, fresh meat, the produco 
of their own farm, by tho quarter or any great- 
er quantity. 

WEtaril.VG AND MEASURING, 
27. There shall bo a public weigh-houso anil 
weighing machine established in the city i f 
Viol or la at such placo or places as lho Council 
may direct, 

23. x\ll woigh-noto* given for articles or londs 
weighed by the weigh -master or his assistants 
shall bo binding and final as to their uontenta 
upon all persons concorned in tho buying or 
selling of lho articles or load. 

29. The .weights and measures regulating the 
weighing and measuring of the articles and 
produce for general consumption, or applicable 
to this by-law, shall bo Ihu weights and meas- 
ures as established by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, 

.10. Any person committing or attempting to 
commit tiny fraud in the selling or weighing 
of hay, straw, coal, or any ol herartiele or tiling, 
or Introducing heavy articles into lho wagon or 
other vehicle, or by welting or concealing wet 
or unmerchantable articles in lho load, or by 
using any fraudulent device or contrivance or 
by any moans whatever, shall bo liable to the 
penalties provided for an infraction of this 
by-law. 

31, All bay, straw, and llrewo-d, brought into 
lho city ina wagon, cart, or other vehicle 
drawn by horses or any oihor animals, to he 
Boldor offorod for sale, shall he exposed for 
sale in t he hay. si raw, or wood market ns es- 
tablished by this by-law, or which may here- 
after bo established in ibis city, and at no 
Other p'uee within tho sftiil city; and all such 
wagons, carls, or other vehicles, shull ia; placed 
in such hay, si raw or wood markets in such 
order and position at the markot superin- 
tendent bIi ill detorinlno; and no person shall 
depart from the lino or older in which he has 
boon placed before he his disposed of his load, 
unless lo leave the market, nor shall ha loiter 
about tho streets of the city with his load 
There shall be p i d to Mm Superintendent of 
said market, or his assistant, if any. hy the 
owner, or driver of every wagon, carl, or other 
vehicle drawn by horses or oilier animals, 
bringing into this city fur sab- hay, straw, or 
wood, such weighing or mrasiiritig fee or fees 
as may Lo sot forth from lime to tlmo by- 
resolution of the City Counsel. 

32. Ii shall be competent for any purchaser 
who shall suspect any fraudulent dealing, or 
deem himself or herself wronged in the weight 
or measure of any arl iclo or arl ieles bought by 
him or her on the public markots, or in any 
part of lho ciiy of Victoria, to demand and 
have such article or articles ro- weighed or re- 
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in tho public markots or any other place within I 
the limits of the City of Victoria, and, in his or 
their own discretion, shall have lho power to 
seize or destroy, or causo to be destroyed, such 
as may be blown, tainted, or otherwise unlit lo 
he used as food. 

25, No fanner or ol her poreon shall sell of 
dispose of or offer for sale, any article of pro- 
vision, or of farm or of garden produce, upon 
any of I he public si reels, or in any other pi ice 
within I he said city, unless he or she has llrst 
been in I lie public iiiarku wii h such article or 
load of such fa morgardon produco, ami paid i 
I he pr per fee I hereon, proi bled, that nothing 
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shall nol bo subject to lbe provisions of ibis 
clause.

sold in the markets, brought Into the city for 
sale, and no person --ball buy any of the said 
article*, excepl for his own family use, before 
lbe hour of II o'clock a. in., anil no person 
knowingly shall sell any of tho said articles lo 
any butcher, grocer, huckster, or i miner In any 
of tho said markets, boforo the hour nforo-

butcher, grocer, huckster, or runner shall, be- 
fore the hour of 1 1 a.m , in any of the said mar- 
kots, go lo any Wagon or othor vehicle 
in which articles are exposed for sal", 
to bargain, or oiler fur the purchase 
of, or make a Btanillng od'er, of a price 
for any article lo be paid lo Hie vendor 
in case lho vendor fails lo sell euoIi nrti- 
do lo nnothor purchaser at a higher prion, 
or shall keep hack or hinder other persons from 
purchasing; an 1 any butcher, grocer, huckster, 
or runner so doing or refusing lo desist from 
so doing, and go away upon being roqucsted 
to desist, or go away, or in otherwise acting 
contrary to this section, shall ho doomed lo bo 
guilty of n breach of this by-law. 

Provided thai, from tho fat May to tho SOtll 
Soptombor in each year, farmurs, Immediately 



or markots, and the purchaser shall piy the 
charge of such r -weighing or re-measuring, 
should the pretended weight or measure he 
found lo be correct, hut. if otherwise, the ven- 
dor sh ill pay such charges, besides the penalty 
hereby imposed, for broach of any provision of 
this by law. 

:s:i. The vendor of hay, straw or wood, im- 
mediately on his arrival on any of tho public 
markets, and before he lias offered tho same for 
sale, shall causo his load or loads to be weighed 
or measured, as the case may be, by the woigh- 
master or his assistant, and shall produco lo 
any purchaser on request, tho ivcigh-noto or 
certificate of quantity contained in such load 
or hi ids.

35. Tho .Market Superintendent or his assist- 
ants, if any, may inspect and measure all llro- 
wood brought into tho city for sale or to be 
marketed. 

:»;. No firewood shall be deceitfully or un- 
fairly piled so as to appear of greater measure- 
mini than if fai-ly, closely and compactly 
tilled ; no crooked wood sh ill be packed or piled 
with cordwood, but the same shall he packed 
or pilod separately, the Market Superint end- 
ent or his assistant making due allowance for 
such crooked wood in his mcusuromonts. in 
measuring wood, one-third to bo allowed off 
alio ros i piles. 

117. It shall bo tho duty of the Market Super- 
intendent or his assist ant, oil her upon request, 
or upon information given him, or of his own 
accord, to inspect nnd examine any firewood 
publicly exposed for sale or soil within lbe 
city, and in case lbe said firewood shall he 
found short of tho measure as before stale 1, or 
shall bu found not to be closely or properly 
idled, the puis in or persons offering or expos- 
ing tin- same for sale shall bo deemed guilty of 
an infraction of : bis by-law.

30. Tho market superintendent, polieo officer 
or any other person whom the Council may by 
resolution appoint, s;.all bo inspocl ir or inspee 
tors of hie, id. an 1 ii shall bo his or [heir duty . 
at all seasonable hums, not loss than onco in 

earl. lib, lo Ciller and examine each bake- 

shop ur other building in Ihe city where bread 
is baked, depositod, or offorod for sale, and also

•II. No porson shall hinder, obstruct, or pro-

law. 

BAM OF coal. 

12. Every coal dealer in the City of Victoria 
shall givo to tho driver or person in ohargo of 
each load of coal sent out for delivery ton 
purchaser in tho said city a ticket signed by 
such dealer or Ids agent, specifying the true 
amount of coal contained in such load. 

13, Itahall hu lawful for tho Market Superin- 
tendent or any police cllieer to require that 
any loail of coal on its way from seller to buyer 
in said city aluill be weighed upon any of tho 
public scales of the city, or for the purchaser of 
any load of coal to require that thu same shall 
bo so woighod ; and tho drivof or person in 
chargo thereof shall thereupon havo lho said 
load ami vehicle weighed separately at such 
scalo at tho oxponso of tho party requiring 
same, anil shall then and there produce to tho 
welghmaster tho ticket mentioned In tho pro- 
ceding suction of this by-law. 

II. Any doalor who falsely states in tho 
ticket aforesaid Ihe weight or amount of 
the coal In any load, and any person who, 
upon request as aforesaid, refuses to have his 
load or vehicle weighed, or produoo his ticket 
to tho welghmaster, shall bo subject to the 
penalties of this by-law. 

OATTLK MARKET. 

15. No horned cattle, calves, swine, sheep, 
horse, mare, eolt. Ally or gelding brought into 
the City of Vi toria for sale shall bo sold in 
any of the public streets, or other placo in the 
said uity, before they havo boon at thu entile 
market nnd tho market fees have been paid 
thoroon, except such as may bo sold by any 
licensed auctioneer for the said city upon his 
own premises, or at such other place or places 
as the City Council may, by any general regu- 
lation or resolution, describe for such purpose, 

hi. All animals oxposod for salo or markot in 
Ihe cattle market shall be arranged in such 
order as the .Market. Superintendent or bis 
assistant shall direct, and be fastened in I he 
stalls or to lho p'aco or places assigned for 
such purpose, so as lo Boeure them from doing 
injury to any person, or being injured by each 
Ot her. 

■17. No person or persons selling or exposing 
for ealo on Ihe said market any live sluel; 
whatsoever shall in any way ill! real or be 
guilty of cruelly towards tho same, either by 
Orating them unmercifully or keeping them 
lying on tho ground with their feet tied. 

18. All persons off«>ring or exposing for snlo 
on said entile market any live atock shall be 
subject to such market feus as the Council 
may from time to time, by resolution, sot forth. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

19. Tho Market Committee shall havo tho 
control of nil tho officers of thu city employed 
in or about tho public market, and ahull havo 
the power to make any regulations as lo the 
markets or tho lesoesor occupants of the same, 
as lo the officers of the city employed thoro, 
and as to all poisons attending or frequenting 
lbe same, subject to approval of the City 
Council. 

89. Every person frequenting the markets 
with articles of provision, fuel, farm or garden 
produco, of any kind, for sale, shall p'aco their 
wagon, or other vehicle, In such order as the 
Market Superintendent shall direct, and no 
person i-hall be allowed to have any wagon, 
or other vehicle, in the markets, except in 
such places as may ho directed by the said 
Superintendent; nor shall any butcher or other 
person, place, or tie, or allow to bo placed or 
Lied upon any passage, pathway or r ail in or 
surrounding any market, any calf, theep, 
swine, or any other animal. 

51. In case any persons sell, or expose for 
sale, any goods, provisions, or other articles, 
contra! y to any of the provisions of this by- 
law, the person so offending shall, after 
being warned hy the .Market Super- 
Intcndont, or other person duly authorized 
shall be summarily removed, together with his 
goods, provisions or other articles out of the 
public market or boundaries aforesaid, and 
every person or persons hindering, obstructing 
or molesting the said Superintendent, or other 
authorized person aforesaid in the performance 
of his duty, shall ho subject to the penal Ilea of 
this by-law, and all butchers who result lo and 
use thu public market now, or hereafter to bo 
established within this city, for lho purpose of 
carrj ing on their trade or calling, or selling, in- 
disposing of articles in such markets, ahull bo 
subject to tho provisions of this by-law. 

52. No person, in any of tho public markets 
of tho city, shall lie guilty of any lewd, lascivi- 
ous or disorderly conduct, or make any loud or 
boisterous noises, or use any profane or vulgar 
language, or stand about without business and 
obstruct the passage-ways of any markcl build- 
ings or places, or commit any nuisanco, or do 
any act that is calculated to lead to a breach of 
the peace, or which tends to disturb the good 
order and decorum thereof; nor shall any per- 

vehicles, or horses or cattle ill Inched thereto, 
leave tho samo or assemble together on the 
sidewalk, or wantonly snap their w hips, or 
make a noise or annoy, or Insult persons pass- 
ing on tho sidewalk or through tho morkot. 

53. No pera in shall resist, obstruct, molest, or 
interfere with the .Market Supo Intcndont, or 
any other ofllcor in charge of the market, in 
the execution of his duly. 

51. All public fairs, agricultural exhibitions, 
■>r pet stock exhibitions held in Ibis eily shall 
bo exempl from tho liability of any tolls or fees 
imposed by virtue of this by law, and all l.livc 
s! eh or fa nn ur garden produce, in transit to 
or from sucliHalr or exhibl ion. shall be exempt 
from the imposition of all BUch lolls or lees. 

55. The I lounoll shall, by resold inn from I line 
to time, sei forth all tolls, n minis anil fees 
authorized (or collodion under the provisions 
of I his by-law. 

ftfi. No InlllU'or crier of small wares or patent 
meilleino shall practice Ills or her railing upon 
the public in ai'kus, or in any of the si reels con- 
Uguous tlioioto. 

.-,7. No porson -h ill bring wood in any public 
market and expose .ho same as a sample and 
offeror promise lo deliver from bis yard or 
yards, or any m her yard or yards, any quantity 
of wood which ho may claim to be similar in 
quality or quantity; but shall only expose it for 
sale. and. iiilim iliately on its being sold, deliver 
same I o I he purchaser, and if any such load or 
loida of wood .-ball remain upon ihe said mar- 
kot for a lunger period I bin thirty hours, I he 
owner or owners thereof shall bo again liable 
for Ihu further payment of the measuring fues. 

58. Any person selling Within lho city of Vic- 
toria milk ndulloratod with wator, or any BUb- 

stance whatever, or the c pound known as 

"olcoiiiargorlno" under tho name of butler, or 
shall offer or oxpone for sale any othor ailulior- 
nted art iclo of fond whatever, sh ill be liable lo 
prosecution tor Infraction of this by-law. 

59. No person shall post or tack to any wolgh- 
house, or on or lo any pari of Ihe mar- 
ket building, any hills, notices, papers, posters 
or placards, and any person so doing shall bo 
guilty of ti breach of this by-law. 

Provided that nothing herein shall prevent 
the markot superintendent from posting up 
notices for lho guidance of purchasers and 
ol hers frequenting tho market, or other notices 
having reference lo the provisions of Ibis by- 
law. 

110. No empty cart, wagon or oilier vehicle 
shall lie permtttod to aland on the public mar- 
ket, but butchers and hucksters routing stalls 
in Lho market ahull bo allowed during business 



hours to place their delivery wagons opposite 
their respective alalia, in such a position as lho 
market superintendent may direct, anil such 
horses or other animals as belong Lo, or limy bo 
harnessed thereunto, shall bo securely fastened 
by woight or ot horwiso,and should any butcher, 
huckster, or his or their employe or person in 
charge negleuL to so fasten said hor.se, horses 
or other animals, it shall bo considered an in- 
fraction of this by-law. 

III. Tho market superintendent, or police 
ofllcor, shall havo the powor Lo remove any 
empty vehicles, or othor obstruction which 
may he alanding upon lho public market, and 
the owner or owners thereof shall be liable for 
the cost of Euoh removal in addition to lho 
penalty imposed by this by-law. 

I>2. No person shall leave tho markot with his 
load or loads until he shull have paid the proper 
fee thereof, nor shall any load or loads be 
permitted to remain on tho markot over Sun- 
day. 

(111. No person shall falsify, or alter, tho marks 
made upon his load or vehicle by tho Market 
Superintendent or hla assistants (If anyl or ef- 
face lho same until thecodonts of such vehlolo 
have been delivered, 

PENALTY, 

Any porson or persons guilty of an infraction 
of any of the provisions of this by-law shall, 
upon conviction therefor, in addition to the 
penalties hereinbefore provided, forfeit and 
pay a penalty not oxccedlng the sum of fifty 
dollars and costs and not less than two dollars 
and costs for each offence.

3'iUItDEIiOUS ATTACK 

Stabbed In tlto Confessional by a Protended 
Priest. 

TURIN, Dec. 15. —The Canon Marchetti 
was hearing confessions in the Cathedral at 
Novura., yesterday, when a man in priestly 
garb approached the box, falling upon his 
knees, ami waited his turn to enter. Al- 
though no one knew him, the air of devo- 
tion he assumed gave him the appearance of 
a penitent seeking to confess. As soon as 
his turn came he rose quickly and passed 
into the confessional box. A moment after 
the attendants in the Cathedral were start- 
led to hear loud words, followed by a vio- 
lent, struggle wit hin the dark box, and cries 
for help. Before people could roach the 
spot, tiie supposed penitent rushed out of 
the c onfessional box and disappeared from 
the church. Moans wero heard in the con- 
fessor's department, and Canon Marchetti 
was found insensible on the floor. He 
was bleeding from gashes in the 
face and neck and had fainted. 
As soon as he had recovered his senses he 
told of the fearful scene through which he 
had passed. He said the man, whom be 
supposed to be a brother priest approached 
the confessional without arousing a suspicion 
in his mind. Xo sooner had he entered the 
box than he uttered some wild words, the 
purport of which the canon did not under- 
stand. He then dashed to fragments the 
railing between them with a blow of his 
list, and drawing a razor madly slashed and 
cut at all the portions of bis body which he 
could reach— his head and neck. The 
father called for assistance, fell to escape 
the murderous blows, and became uncon- 
scious. He says he does not know who his 
assailant was, and cannot, imagine the 
motive for the attempt upon his life. The 
assassin seems to have made good his 
escape after leaving the church, and no 
clue has yet been found.

Rithet announced at the meet- 
ing that the Government had made arrange- 
ments for the dredger Mudlark to do tiie 
dredging work at the entrance to the outer 
harbor. This was in addition to the 70 



foot channel which his company had agreed 
to dredge, and bad done so. As there was 
an appropriation of §20,000 for the purpose, 
a great deal of valuable dredging work 
would be accomplished, and the depth of 
water much improved at the outer harbor 
approach.
